The dev eloper of the v accine, Dr. 
Albert B. Sabin. said the Canadian 
gov ernment was ill adv ised to discon­ 
tinue the v accine. 
“ What should he done is to in­ 
tensify its use,” he commented. 
The Cincinnati Univ ersity research­ 
er made the comments aboard the 
liner Queen Mary in a radio tele­ 
phone interv iew with The Associated 
Press. 
“ What may hav e happened in Can­ 
ada is no different from what has 
happened in the Unted States and 
other countries . . . during the out­ 
breaks of the disease,” said Sabm. 
“What happens is that people already 
infected are giv en the v accine and 
this then affords no protection.” 
“The oral polio v accine has been 
giv en safely to ov er 200 million peo­ 
ple without a single case of polio 
being attributable to the v accine,” he 
said in another radio-telephone talk 
with the San Francisco K.O. Polio 
Program Committee. “ But no v ac­ 
cine can prev ent polio in those al­ 
ready infected with the disease.” 
“Such stories as we are now hear­ 
ing from Canada hav e prev iously 
checked out false,” he added. 
He said delay s in immunization 
“ leav e us wide open to outbreaks 
of polio which could reach epiderms 
proportions.”

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — A principal reaso n why 
the Co mmunist party in the United States h a s been able to 
stay in business is that the federal go v ernment has no t been 
able to get at its so urce o f funds. 
A m erican Comm unist leaders con­ 
stantly claim that the p arty is broke 
Gov ernm ent officials know that it is 
not. for it continues to p rint p rop a­ 
ganda and stage organizing rallies. 
W henev er the p arty gets in a 
p inch—to fight legal battles against 
gov ernm ent p rosecution or to raise 
defense 
funds 
for 
Communists 
brought to trial—money is alway s 
forthcoming. 
One of the few successful gov ern­ 
m ent elicits to lap Communist funds 
has been in tile seizure of p osted bond 
money when conv icted Communists 
hav e jum p ed bail to av oid im p rison­ 


m ent.

The most recent is late Comrnu 
nist sp y Robert A. Sobien’s forfeiture 
of $100.(WO bond when he fled to 
Israel to escap e life im p risonment 
This bond consisted of $10,000 cash 
p osted after his arrest in 19 60. p ius 
$30,000 m ore in cash and $60.(WO in 


Conv icted sp y G erhard E isler for­ 
feited $23.IMW bond when he fled the 
country on a Polish liner to av oid 
im p risonment. 
fo ur of the ll top U.S. Com m u­ 
nist p arty officials conv icted rn 19 51 
forfeited $20,IWO bail each when they 
fled to ev ade im p risonm ent. They 
w ere Gus Hall and Robert G. Thomp ­ 
son, who were later ap p rehended, 
Henry Winston and Gilbert Green 
who later surrendered. AU serv ed 
ex tended sentences. 
But the $203,000 in forfeited bail 
is about all the gov ernm ent has 
collected. 
For six y ears, United States In­ 
ternal 
Rev enue 
Serv ice 
tried 
un­ 
successfully to collect from the Com­ 
munist p arty U S A. 
$381,544.83 in 
unp aid tax es and p enalties on 1951 
income. 
To p rotect this claim . D ep artm ent 
of Justice filed suit to collect Die 
gov ernm ent bonds furnished by his j amount last March. Communist law- 
non-Commumst New York attorney , j y ers are fighting the case, now p end­ 


ing before United States Tax Court, 
with ev ery p etition they can dream 
up . A long action is in p rosp ect. 


It is claim ed that the Communist 
p arty U S A , is a p olitical associa­ 
tion and dial since income tax es are 
not collected from Rep ublican. Dem o­ 
cratic, Socialist or other p arties, the 
Communists should also be ex em p t. 


If this should lie affirm ed, 
it 
might subject the Communist p arty 
to p rosecution for failure to rep ort 
its finances to C ongress. But this 
legal ditch has y et to be crossed. 


E v asiv e Tactics 
Communist 
ev asiv e legal 
tactics 
ov er the last six m onths show how 
the p arty blocks p rosecution and ties 
up courts. P etitions filed by p arty 
counsel John J, Abt ask dism issal of 
the suit. claiming that the p arty has 
no tax able incom e, that ex p enses 
alway s ex ceed 
receip ts, 
and 
that 
because of gov ernm ent harassm ent. 
the p arty kep t only p ay roll records. 
It is also asserted that the suit seeks 
intolerable p enalties for failure to 
keep books and that the court lacks 
jurisdiction. So far the court has 
denied all p etitions.

home. 
But home is lh* Ideal p lace for 
boy s and girls to learn how to m an­ 
age money and p arents hav e the 
best 
op p ortunity 
of 
any one 
for 
teaching them how to sp end money 
wisely and well. 
With a weekly allowance that isn’t 
sup p lemented by an indulgent p ar­ 
ents ev ery tim e a child runs short of 
cash, a boy or girl gets tile first 
lessons in m aking w hat he has to 
sp end get him the things lie wants 


most. 
As children grow older, p arents can 
include them when money m atters 
are being discussed, so that they 
can see for them selv es how choices 
hav e to be m ade on the basis of what 
is m ost im p ortant to the family s 
well-being and hap p iness. 
They can also learn at home, rf 
their p arents will take the trouble t4 
teach them , the hidden casts of buy * 
mg on Ume and the way tim e p ay * 
merits can ev entually sw am p a fa rn* 
ily who nev er reckon the total cost 
of a p urchase but think only in term s 
of “ it’s only so much a m onth.” 
And in fam ily conferences on mon­ 
ey m atters, children will also get the 
idea that the family has just so 
much to sp end and it is the business 
of ev ery m em ber of the fam ily to 
make it go as far as p ossible, in­ 
stead of thinking, as so many y oung 
p eop le are allowed to do, that any 
thing they can p ersuade their p arents 
they m ust hav e is just so much 
v elv et. 
Schools 
can 
teach 
some 
things 
about m anaging money to y oung p eo­ 
p le, but not as conv incingly as money 
m anagem ent can be taught at home.
